1. PROLOGUE 

Maheswara staying on the charming peak of Kailasa taught to Wrhaspati 
the noblest i^iwatattwa. 

Lord Iswara was on the peak of the Kailasa mountain. ho gavi^ 

the holy teaching to the assembly of all the Gods. After a while ihey were 
given Scriptures for His worship in the form of Lord Prime Cause ( Paraiua*- 
karana). 

At that time there was an ascetic in heaven named veneralile WfhaspalL 
He came and worshipped the Lord with five ingredientH ( p a u c o p a e a r a )* 
After finishing the worship he bowed down. After having lH>wed flown '\m sat 
down. He asked about the essence of all holy knowledge. Mis worfls wtsre : 

2. REQUEST 

0 venerable God of Gods, highest Master without a beginniug, teach iiia 
the entire essence and thus give joy to all that moves and moves not. 

With your permission ray Lord, show compassion to your sou, let eoui- 
plete holy knowledge be imparted. What is the reason that the Lord lias 
instituted many differences, that He has taught to the assembly of all Cods ? 
There are the Saiwa, the Pasupata, and the Alepaka. These are all diflerenliy 
taught by the Lord to each and everyone separately. Moreover then" ixro many 
kinds of Scriptures also. What is the sense ? What is the reason that you l.avc 

taught so many, so many ways with so many teachings ? Thus spoke the 
venerable Wrhaspati, 

The Lord replied as follows : 

3. 

Great being, you have said well. That which is the essence of tlm fruit 

of actions (karmaphala) is followed by birth (hhawa) holh liore and 
beyond. 
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0 venerable Wrliaspati, my son, your question is excellent. The reason 
that I have given many different teachings to' the assembly of all Gods, is that 
many are the yoois which are the source of rebirth. What is the reason of 
their being numerous ? The reason is the variety of wasanas. Wasana 
means the actions done by man in this world. He enjoys their consequences 
beyond, in a new birth, whether they be bad or good. Whatever be the kinds 
of actions done by him, at the end they must bear fruit. It is like a pot filled 
with asa-foetida. Even when asa-foetida is finished and the pot has been 
rubbed and cleaned still there remains its smell, the smell sticks to the pot. 
This is known as wasana. Similarly there are the wasanas of actions (karma- 
wasanas). They exist in the atman. They stick there. They taint or colour 
the atman. The atman is tainted i this is termed r a g a. Thus wasana 
produces raga. Therefore oue craves for actions, and finds joy in all kinds of 
karmawasauiis. As soon as the wasanas taint the atman they produce karma- 
wasauii and karman. These then bring forth different births: [For instance 
those ofj the Gods ( deway oni), widyadharas ( widyadharayoni), raksasas 
( raksasayoni ), daityas ( daityayoni), nagas (nagayoni). Numerous are the kinds 
of existences (yonis) whiGh are the source of rebirths. Therefore externally 
they are different. Whatever is craved for by the mind in a former youi, that 
is its desire. This desire produces karman which is performed continuously. 
If the actions done are evil, they cause the atman to fall into hell where he 
suffers all kinds of tortures. When the result of evil actions done by him is 
exhausted he is allowed to become a low animal. If however the actions done 
by him are good, he is born in heaven where he enjoys all kinds of pleasures. 
At the exhaustion of all fruit of his good actions he is allowed to be horn as a 
prince or in affluence. He grasps highest learning. He sees the entire reality 
(w a s t u). There is created the desire for emancipation ( s a m w e g a), as well as 
love and holy devotion. All this is created by him. This is the bond of love 
of the Lord for him. As the Lord loves him, he is able to see janmawasanas, 
hungers, heat, cold, sins and the miseries of rebirth. When he sees them, he 
says — Alas ! great indeed is the misery of birth. As often as one takes a body 
this has to be tolerated. How indeed can I have peace in many births. So he 
goes to a sage in order to question him about the significance of existence. The

The Lord said : No heaven, my son, is inferior or Htipenor, wlten 

compared by those who follow these ways; because ihe knowledge in lliese 

three ways is equally well arranged by me. It is ordy the <1( In it in y ol 

understanding this knowledge that one is inferior to the olhet. lliat is tin. 

cause of misunderstanding, which tends to err. Thus spoke the Lord. 

Venerable Wrhaspati asked again : what is tills, O Maslnr, that You 

call bhranta “misunderstanding or confusion’’ ? Whatever is taught in the 

Scriptures is pursued by the wise in the performance of holy devotion and 

that causes what is called confusion by the Lord. May meiavy lie sliown lo me? 

the son of the Lord. May he be taught the very realily. Thus spoke 

venerable Wrhaspati. 

Again the Lord said : 


4. THE BLIND AND THE ELEPHANT 

Blind people joined with other blind people in order to lind out the 
body of the elephant. Not obtaining the complete picture with iludr <':y<^s ea<di 
confounded the other. 

There were blind people who were confounded (sain oh a), Tlu^y liad 
longing to be given knowledge about the elephant. Due to their strong 
desire for knowledge they wanted to be made to touch the (diqdiant by I hose 
who could see. They however touched the elephant, eacli at a dinereiii pari. 
One touched the head. He declared : the elephant is like a pot (kumbba). 
Another touched the ear. He declared : the elephant is lik<^ a winnowing 
fan (hirir=Skt. surpa ?). Another touched the tusk. He ; tlie 
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elephant is like a curved pole. Another touched the trunk. He declared : 
the elephant is like a serpent. Another touched the belly. He declared : 
the elephant is like a hill-slope (la mbung all mss. lumbung). Another 
touched the tail. He declared : the elephant is like an eel. Another touched 
the foot. He declared : the elephant is like a pillar (tudung ?), Everybody 
had touched a separate limb of the elephant and therefore they did not have 
the knowledge of the elephant as a whole, of its height, size, inclination and 
behaviour. They did not know because they were blind. They knew only 
what they had touched. Just as is the case with the reality seen by the blind in 
that they had no knowledge of the elephant as a whole; similarly is the 
case of men. It is called bewilderment (wyamoha). It is their darkness. 
It is their blindness. The innermost content of the truth is denoted by the 
limbs of the elephant, such as head, tusk, trunk, belly, foot, (and) tail. This 
is Scripture and knowledge. Though pervaded by the wisesa they are 
many, and this is the cause of confusion and of his being dazzled. He runs 
about here, there and everywhere. He does not know North and South. He 
does not know the precious and the trivial (?), or the low and the high, or 
inferior and superior, or coming and going. Such is his knowledge. It is 
known as confusion (bhranta). It does not accomplish the object. Thus 
spoke the Lord. 

Again venerable Wrhaspati asked : 

5. THE REQUEST REPEATED 

0 Sire, You who know the entire essence. You who are the Supreme 
Master without a beginning, from You I wish to hear the entire essence. 

With your permission my Lord, great is the doubt of your son, O Lord, 
as regards the andhatattwa. There is similarity of the knowledge of essence 
as taught in all Scriptures. Have compassion on your son and teach me 
exactly so that the ignorance of your son is dispelled. Thus spoke venerable 
Wrhaspati. 

The Lord replied * Most excellent are the words of my son, venerable 
Wrhaspati. You are capable of asking about the knowledge of essence but 
you have to strive in the holy Scriptures. Only you are being instructed by 
me in the holy knowledge. I have appointed you as the preceptor in

heaven. Your disciples will instruct the human beings in fnUirc. 

6. CETANA AND ACETANA 

The highest reality is of two kinds : conscious (cetana) and unconscious 
(acetana). The subtle pervades all tattwas and is to be extracted therefrom 

with effort. 

The categories of the tattwa to be known by yon are cetana aiifl accnana* 
Cetana means whose nature is knowledge ( jiiaiiaswabhawa), i, c. not allciied 
by nnconscioiisness, and which is eternal (nitya) i.e, stands linn lor all iinic 
and cannot be veiled. This is known by tlie term cetana. A e t a n a incann 
without knowledge like a stone. That is known by the tenn a<anana. 

Now if cetana and acetana meet together, they prod nc<^ all tailwas^ 
Their categories are : the tattwa of original mailer (priHlhanatallwa). tln^ 
tattwa of three giinas (trigiinatattwa), the tattwa of tlie iiilelbna. ( bmbllulattwa 
the tattwa of the ego ( ahangkaratattwa ), the tattwa ol outer senBim 
(bahyendriyatattwa), the tattwa of senses of action (karmendriyalattwa)^ tin* tattwa 
of five gross elements (pancainaliabhiitatattwa). The above are lerined an 
sarwatattwa. You must understand them correctly. Now I sliall tell yon 
their characteristics. There are three distinct forms of cetana : ParamaHwa- 
tattwa, Sadiisiwatattwa and Siwataltwa. These arc three different expiM^ssi^jiiH 
of cetana. Of these the Paramasiwatattwa is as follows : 

7-10. PARAMAlsIWATATTWA 

Iswara is immeasurable, cannot be characterised, incomparable, unsoiled, 
subtle, existing in all places, eternal, constant, and not diminishing, (7) 

He is immeasurable on account of being without end. He is iincliariu*- 
terizable because He is without characteristics. He is incom|>arable l)ccauBe 
there is nothing like Him. He is imsoiled because He is unsullied. (8) 

He is subtle because he cannot be percieved. He is existing in all places 
because He is all-pervading. He is eternal because He is void in form. He is 
constant because He does not move, (9) 

He IS undinnnishiag because He is fully complete. Similarly His nature 
is placid. This is Siwataltwa encompassing all. (10) 

TheLord is aprameya i.e. unimaginable. For what reason ^ On 
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accoiint of His being ananta, i. e. without limit. Auirdesya means 
uiidefiiiable j i.e, on account of having no characteristics. Anaupamya 
i.e. without comparison, because of His having no equal, Anamaya i.e. 
having no disease or pain because of being pure. He is s u k s m a on account 
of His not being capable of being perceived. He is sarwagata i.e. 
pervasive, the whole world is entirely filled with Him. He is nitya i.e. 
always stable, on account of having no origin. He is dhruwa i.e. stead- 
fast on account of his not moving, stable for ever. He is a w y a y a, i.e. 
He does not diminish because of His being entirely full. He is I s w a r a. He 
is termed Iswara on account of His being the master. He rules [over allj^ and 
is not ruled over [by anybody]. This is known as ParamaHwatatlwa. 

Now will follow what is known as Sadasiwatattwa, which is 
subordinate to Paramasiwatattwa. 

11-13. SADASIWATATTWA 

Sadasiwa is active, beneficial, illaminant, formed of the element of 
consciousness, has a position and properties. He is pervasive. On account 
of being formless people worship him. (11) 

Generator, destroyer, bestowing favour on one and all, having shining 
rays, eternal, omniscient, omnificent, and omnipresent. (12) 

To ooe without a refuge, He is the brother, the mother and the 
father, He is the liberator from all pain and for ever, from one incarnation 
to another. (13) 

Sawy aparah, such is Lord Sadasiwa. A lotus throne ( padmasana ) 
serves as His seat. What is this padmasana ? It is His saktis. ^aktis 
“powers” are : pervading power ( wibhusakti ), dominating power ( prabhu- 
sakti ), power of knowledge ( jnanasakti ), and power of action ( kriyasakti ). 
These are the four powers. 

Pervading power ( wibhusakti ) is defined below: 

14. WIBHU- AND PRABHU-^AKTIS 
This world is u t a aad p r o t a by the Supreme Master ^iwa. U t a 

signifies pervaded, and prota is threaded as a jewel. 

By him all elements are intita. Inuta means He pervades them 
Just as butler pervades milk. Butter exists in milk but is not seen. This is 
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denoted by the term uta. Prota is manisutrawat i.e. just as a llircad 
holds together in one place [ so Paranaa.'iwa holds all tilings logellu'r ]. 
This is utaprota. This is known as “pervading power” (wihhusakli). It has 

created the whole world. 

Prabhusakti denotes that nothing in the whole world resists Him. The 
four kktis ( cadusakti ) are in the form of a lotus. In its middle there 
is seat of the Lord, at the time of his taking a Ixxly. He is nKUitraliiiiaka. 
Mantras form his body. Isana is the head, Tatpurusa is the liuaij Agliora 
is the heart, Wamadewa is the secret part, and Sadyojaia is His form.'^' AlIM. 
These serve as the body of the Lord, which is brilliant, having the (atmplexiori 
of crystal. The following are his qualities: He is diiraHrawana, durasarwajila, 
duradarsana, Durasrawana means that he can hear sounds from a distarnuu 
as well as from close proximity. Durasarwaj ha means that he knows 
inside his heart what happens far and near. D n r a d a r s a n a means that 
he can see far and near. These are the gunas. Aniiuii, lugliima, luaiiiiiia, 
prapti, prakamya, isitwa, wasitwa, yatrakamawaaayilwa : those are known 
as the “ eight supreme powers ”( astaiswarya ). They form the nature: of llu5 
Lord. This is the Sadasiwatattwa. 

"'It is probable that the above is to be considered as a Sanskrit mantra ■“ 

3RRst;5iiq: 

Subordinate to the Sadasiwatattwa is the Mayasiraslatlwa wliioh is 
the abode of astawidyasana (“eight seats of learning” ) : Anauta, Sukwnu, 
^iwatama, Ekarudra, Ekanetra, Trimiirti, isrikanlha and S^ikhan ji. The iioly 
Anauta is ordered by the Lord to pervade the world (bhuwauu) ami 
the universe (jagat) as well as to emancipate the atiuans working 
[ in sangsara ]. When the orders of the Lord have been executed, Anauta is 
redeemed. Holy Siiksma succeeds Ananta, ‘^iwatama sueeeeds Snksina, 
Ekarudra succeeds Siwatama, Ekanetra succeeds Ekarudra, 'I’rimniti 
succeeds Ekanetra, Srikantha succeeds Trimurti, tsikhuinli sueeeeda Ankaniha. 
^rikantha is myself here, isrikantha was my name when I received the 
orders to impart spiritual knowledge to the universe. I was shot at by 
Lord Cupid with an arrow of passion. I became furiouH towards Cupid. 
That was the reason that 1 looked at him with a luiisomms eye and il.e 
body of Onpid was destroyed, hhasmlbhuta i.e. it was redmicd to uhIick. 
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The passion however remained in me and hence I took to wife your mother 
Bhatari Uma. She gave birth to Sanatknmara. These are the tattwas of 
the holy astawidyasana j, O my son Wrhaspati. The Kndra stands lower. 
He is taken by me and is elevated by me. He succeeds ^ikhandi. This is 
Mayasirastattwa. What stands below the Mayasirastattwa is called Maya« 
tattwa. Mayatattwa signifies void, the embodiment of unconsciousness. 
It is the same as J^iwatattwa, only its nature is unconsciousness. It is 
suboidinate to ^iwataltwa. It is pervaded by Siwataltwa whose nature is 
consciousness. It is interwoven ( u t a ) and threaded ( p r o t a ) by ^iwa- 
tdttwa. It is uta because it pervades the body of maya. It is pro la 
because it threads [ through the body of maya ]. The nature of Siwataltwa 
is to be threaded ( prota ) in maya. It is this reason that it is tainted by 
mala { staining ). Mala means unconsciousness. As the ^iwatattwa is 
absolutely crystal clear, taintlessj bright, pure and clear, consciousness 
forms his nature. When it is tainted by unconsciousness, his powers 
( aakti ) disappear. Powers mean knowing all and doing all. If ^iwatattwa 
stops to be albknower and all-doer, lie is called atman which means 
consciousness that has been infatuated. Atmatattwa is extensive. For this 
reason the Mayatattwa is densely filled like a comb of bees, which sit close 
together. Maya is to be compared to the comb of bees. Atmans are to be 
compared to the young ones of bees who hang downwards, faces pointing 
below ( a d h o m u k h a ). The atmans look downwards, they do not know 
the tattwas that are above them. 

It is the power of the Lord which sets into action the Mayatattwa, 
and there comes out the Pradhanatattwa, which is the gross form of maya, 
which by itself is void, having a body formed of unconsciousness. The Lord 
brings together the Atmatattwa and the Pradhanatattwa. The Mman vanishes 
and becomes unconscious. It becomes acetana because it has no knowledge 
of being pervaded by Pradhanatattwa. That causes the unconsciousness 
of the atman. As to the Pradhanatattwa it is set into action by the active 
power ( kriyasakti ) of the Lord so as to produce the Trigunatattwa. 
Trigunatattwa is sattwa, rajah and tamah. 

15. TRIGUNATATTWA 

Sattwa is light and illuminant. Rajah is fickle, Tamah is heavy and 
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obscurant. These are the characteristics of iniiul 

The mind that is bright and light is known by the term sattwa. 
That which moves violently is termed rajah. And the one which is heavy 
and dark is known by the term t a m a h. 


16. MIND AS THE CAUSE OF HEAVEN AND HF-LE 
Salvation, heaven and hell, animal esistema, and human form ; these 

accrueby the power of the mind, to one whose mind is sinful. . 

Mind ( eitta) is the cause of the atman enjoying lumven. Mind is the 

cause for the atman to fall in hell. Mind is the cause for being horn as an 
animal. Mind is the cause for being horn as a human being. Mind is the 
cause for attaining moksa and liberation. 


17. SATTWIK.A MINI) 

Uprightness, nnattachinent, geiUlerieBS, powerfiihiewB, inasterlincHH, 
dexterity, sweetness and beautiful adoriiBiient [are ibe chara('ler!Hli<‘H ol a 
sMtwika mind]. 

The mind is upright and strong, it is eager about the knowb^dge of 
difference between things and limits, it has the. knowledge, ol 
Iswaratattway it is experienced, it is kind in its way of speaking, its bo<lily 
form is heiutifui. Such are the characteristics of a saitwika mind. 

Now follows rajah : 


18. RAJASA MIND 

Cruelty, pride, violence, ferocity, gree<l, instability , nilblcsBneBSj ami 
carelessness [ are the characteristics of a rajasa mind ]. 

The heart is cruel, the behaviour is full of anger and friglitfuk Thea'O 
is pride and violence. It is hot-tempered and greedy, 1 lands, and iongne 
are restless. There is nothing that it loves. It is careless and im^onsideraic. 
These are the characteristics of a rajasa mind. 

Now, follows tamah : 

19. TAM ASA MINI) 

Laziness, cowardice, lassitude, sleep, killing, carelessiiesn, grief, 

dumbness, unpropiliousness, and constant entanglement [are the charac- 
teristics of a tamasa mind 1. 


The second half of the sloka is not clear and certain. 

The mind is afraid, tired, impure, sleepy, prone to tell lies, desirous of 
killing, careless and sad. The face is blunt. Such a mind is called tamasa. 

Tliese cittas known as sattwa, rajah and tamah, fetter the holy atman. 
Their fruits are described below. 

20. EXTREMELY SATTWIKA MIND 

The mind which is extremely sMtwika is free from smear, like ether 
( or Supreme Soul ?), good (?)? like space (?), and promising complete redemption 

The text of the second, third and fourth quarters is not clear. 

The sattwika mind is the cause of the attaining of moksa by the Mman, 
because it is free from stain. It is the cause of putting into action the essence of 
againas and the instructions of gurus. 

21. SATTWIKA cum RAJASA MIND 

Rajah is said to be equal [to sattwa]. On this account one pursues 
good dharma. Why is it that sattwa is joined on [to rajah]? It is sattwa 
which leads to heaven. 

II sattwa and rajah be equal in measure then one desires to perform 
dharma. It is by the coming of two together that dharma is performed. 
Then one returns to heaven because by the element of sattwa one has the 
desire to perform good actions and by rajah one is put into action. 

22. SATTWIKA cum RAJASA cum TAMASA MIND 

The mind which is infatuated by three gunas 

The wording of the Sanskrit stanza is not at all clear. 

If the measure of the three, i.e. sattwa, rajah and tamah, is equal one 
is born as a human being, for ( in this case ) the three sattwa, rajah and tamah 
fulfil (?) their respective desires equally. Rajah says: ‘T shall do evil”, 
Sattwa awakens. Tamah says : “I am tired and reluctant”. Rajah sets into 
action. Sattwa with rajah says : “I shall do good”. They are weighed down by 
tamah. Such is the sequence of the three gunas. Therefore there is no good 
or evil deed that is produced by the atman. If however good and evil deeds 
are done by the atman [under the influence of the three gunas ] it is for 
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this reason that it is born as a human being. Lord Wblhi bears them in mind. 

In between heaven and hell is the cleaning place for the atnian. Whatever 
is done in the human birth is kept in mind by Lord Widhi, as the Lord is the 

witness as regards good and evil actions of human heiiigb. 

23. EXTREMELY RAJASA MIND 

The mind which is extremely rajasa is attached only to anger ami the 

like. It produces only fire. 

The last quarter is not clear. 

If the mind is dominated by rajah, then only anger is powerful in doing 
evil deeds. This becomes the cause of the atman falling into hell where it 
suffers all kinds of tortures. 

24, EXTREMELY TAMASA MIND 

The mind, which is extremely tamasa, is sleepy and nmeh eonfuseiL*. #«, 
The second half is not clear. 

If tamali dominates the mind, it l)eeoineB the; eauae of the atnian 
becoming an animal. There are five kinds of animals : ealtloj wihl heaslSi, 
birds, reptiles, and fish. The sixth variety [ beyond the animals ] is llie 
plants. Pasu means those animals which are brought up in villages, i. e, 
cows, buffaloes, dogs, swines etc. Mrga means animals of the for<%«iij sueli as 
lion, tiger, deer, and others that live in the forest. Paks i means all kinds of 
birds that fly, such as chicken, ducks, etc. Sar!8r|)a means all kinds 
of animals that move on their breasts ( =:Skt. u r a g a ), siich as small 
snakes, leeches, snakes, eels, etc. Mina means all kinds of animals of 
water, i.e. fish in rivers and oceans etc., small and big. All these that move 
are known by the term janggama. The atman takes to these forms when 
it is dominated by tamah. If in its birth as a janggama it performs no 
dliarma, that is why in its sixth birth it takes the form of a i)lank S I h a w a r a 
or stationary life is as follows : creepers (?), leafy plants, grass, and ollierB llial 
do not move. That they do not change their fixed place, for this reason they 
are known as sthawara “stationary”. Those which move are known hy the 
term janggama “moving”. These are the transformations of tlic atman whose 
mind is dominated by tamah. 

From the three gunas arises buddhi. There arc several kinds of huddhi : 
dharma, jnana, wairagya, aiswarya. Their opposites are; adharrua, ajhiiaa, 
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awairagya, anaiswarya. Thereafter follow the five contrarieties (panca- 
wiparyaya). Then there are the tustis and the eight siddhis. All* these 
form different conditions of buddhi. 

*A11 includes the four buddhis, their four opposites, the five contrarieties, 
the tustis, and the eight siddhis. 

Now we shall define dharma : 

25. DHARMA 

Noble conduct, sacrifice, penance, charity, forsaking the family, and 
living on alms, as well as yoga — this in brief is dharma. 

^ila means keeping good conduct, Jnana means the performing of 
fire-oiferings. T a p a means the killing or controlling of passions, not 
applying the senses to their passions. Dana means giving. Prawrajya 
means becoming a fasting (anasaka ?) mendicant. Bhiksu means one 
who is initiated (diksita). Yoga signifies the performance of meditation. 
These are the different characteristics of dharma. 

Now follows the definition of jnana : 

26. JNANA (-‘knowledge”) 

Direct perception by the senses, inference, the teachings of the Scriptures 
from one who has gone through them — these are the three means of the highest 
authoritative knowledge. 

The second quarter of the stanza is not very certain. 

As follows is a person conversant with the three pramanas, pratyaksa, 
anumana, and agama. Pratyaksa means that which can be perceived, 
that which can be felt. Anumana is to be understood from the example of 
smoke seen at a distance. It allows the inference of the presence of fire [which 
itself is not seen]. This is anumana. Agama means the teachings of the 
gurus. One who is conversant with the three pramanas, pratyksa, anumana, 
and agama, is denoted by the expression samyag-jntoa “possessed of 
authoritative knowledge”. 

Now we shall define wairagy a : 

27. WAIRAGYA (“non attachment”) 

Absence of attachment to enjoyments, both that have been seen and 
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heard of, in a healthy body is termed wairiigya (iion-altmdinieiil) and in no caric 
is aversion to yoga called non-attachment (lit. one who is averse to yoga is not 
a yogin i.e. one devoted to wairagya). 

There are pleasures which are visible, just as of a luighty king. There 
are pleasures which are heard, as those of the abode of h y a ii g s, i.e, the 
heaveu of Gods. These pleasures that have heeti seen or lieardj none of tlieiw 
are desired by him, even to be a king he has no desire, Su<‘li [<leHireles8iie8s J 
is known as wairagya. 

Now we shall define aiswarya : 

28. AISWARYA 

(The OJ. comm, also includes the ‘^Four OppoBitcB”) 

Equanimity in pleasures (b hog a), minor pleasures (u p a h h o g a) and 
big pleasures (p a r i b h o g a) is to be known by the wise as aiswnrya* 

B h 0 ga means all kinds of food and drink, U |) a b li o g a nteanH all 
kinds of apparels. P a r i b li o g a means the having of wives and inislresseH (V), 
The having all of them is termed aiswarya. Thus are dharina, jhana, wairagya 
and aiswarya. These are the cause of Lord’s love for tluj alman. 

Their opposites are : adharnia, ajiiana, awairagya, anaiswarya, A d h a r rn a 
means a mind devoid of dharma. Such a mind tliinks : ‘ Vliat indetal is tins 
knowledge of the so-called heaven ? What leads to it ? Wliat leads to liell ? 
Sin and evil actions. Good actions indeed lead one to lieavem Fie on the 
words of thieves, of people who wish to have gifts. Ascetics say these things. 
On account of their fear of they become ascetics. TiiCsSe wor<ls of 

religious teachings are not proved, because what is taught can not he seen. 
Such are the thoughts of the adharrna mind.” 

Ajfiana means the mind devoid of anumaua, agama, un<l jiralyaksa. 
As these three do not fill it, therefore it is filled with wikalpa (falH<‘ ..oiioos), 
sangkya (doubt) and hhranta (confusion). Wikalpa means imagi, union of 
things not seen. Sangkya means a doubtful mind. Bliranta imuins an 

erring mind (s a n g g u h). The mind which is full of wikalpa, sangsaya and 
hhranta is termed ajnana. 

Awairagya means a mind which wishes satisfaction in ohjcrts .,f 
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low, average and high values. It thinks : have valuable and excellent 

things”. This is awairagya, 

Anaiswarya means a mind which is deprived of bhoga, upabhoga, 
and paribhoga. These are the opposites of catiiraiswarya. 

What is the reason that the Lord is said to love a person of correct mind 
(d h a r m a-b uddhi)? The fruits (of having dharma-buddhi) are as follows : 

29. THE FRUITS OF DHARMA-BUDDHI 

By dharma one attains heaven, and is incarnated into dewayonis. By 
virtue of anima and other siddhis he is saturated with all pleasures. 

If dharma is produced by buddhi, that takes one to heaven. For a long 
time he enjoys in heaven. He becomes a God. He attains the powers of 
anima and others. 

Now follow the fruits of knowledge : 

30. THE FRUITS OF JNANA (knowledge) 

By proper knowledge..."^' the pandita acquires four powers. He reaches 
liberation and never again enters the cycle of birth and death. 

"^'Knmatah is not very clear in the first quarter. 

One who is filled with proper knowledge, he is the most superior 
(among them) because he reaches moksa, is not born again, and is filled with 
four powers (cadusakti). He is denoted by the term janmawastaa, i.e. 
reached the very ends of the births. He returns to the abode of ^iwa. His 
consciousness becomes absorbed in the Lord. 

The sense of rasika is not very clear in this context. 

The fruits of wairagy a are described below : 

31. THE FRUITS OF WAIRAGYA 

By wairagya he is absorbed into prakrti (“the primaeval matter”) and 
enjoys the happiness of a sleeping person and after a long time he is born in 
dewayonis. 

One who has wairagya returns to the region of prakrti. It is like the 
enjoyment of sleep without dreams. Such enjoyment of pleasures is attained 
by him. At last he is born as a God. This is the fruit of wairagya. 

Now follow the fruits of aiswarya : 
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32. THE FRUITS OF AI^WAKYA 


( The OJ. comm, adds five wiparyayas and aiglit) ttmijis ) 

Through aiswarya one enjoys in full all pleasure without inipe(liTO6Bt, 
Equipped with anima and other powers one is born in dewayonis. 

All his ways are irresistible, so also his deeds. All his ways lead to 
happiness. At the end he becomes a God. He attains anima and other gunas. 
This is the fruit of aiswarya. 

Now follow the fruits of their opposites. The mind whose seiMl la 
adharma, becomes an animal. As it denies dharma wliieli is the fruit of 
wisdom, it is tempted by the pleasures of kiirman. As it is ignorant of tattwa* 
jnana (‘^the knowledge of reality”) and is involved in good and l)ad aetioitSf 
for this reason it rotates in human incarnations. Further it is reborn in liell, 
and as animals. Small indeed is the number of men doing good. For this 
reason most become animals. Awairagya and anaiswarya ar(^ the <dimux of 
evil deeds. For this reason the souls which have adharmaj ajnana, awairagya 
and anaiswarya as their nucleus, are neglected by the Loial. 

The five contrarieties (p a n c a w ip a r y a y a) are ; tamali, moha, inalia** 
moha, tamisra andandhatamisra. T a m a h means the mind which <le8ire8 to 


attain all kinds of happiness. Moha means the dcBire to attain 
eight aiswaryas, Mahamoha means the desire to attain happiness 
in niskala together with the eight aiswaryas. T amis r a means tlu‘, longing 
for happiness attained later on. A n d h a t a m i s r a deuoK^B peo|)le who 
weep at things lost. These are the five Gontrarieties (p a n € a w i p a r y a y a). 
All these are the cause of the soul’s sufferings. 

Now follow the tusds (“satisfactions"). They are arjanu (“acajuisition"), 
raksana (“preservation”), ksaya (“waste”), sangga (“enjoyment”), liingsa (“in- 
jury )> hhagya ( ‘luck”), kala (“time”), and atman. Arjana means one who 
has hoarded all possessions, and protects them, Raksana means one who 


after having hoarded the possessions guards them. One who guards the 
possessions is a msti. Ksaya means the person who cxperienecs sulTea ings. 
Their suffering is that [the possessions] decrease instead of increasing (■/, Jit. 
not to mention their recovering). Sangga means one who meets his dear 
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ones or objects. li i n g s a means one who kills for mere enjoyment.'*' The 
above are known as external tustis (bahyatusti). 

Now follow the spiritual tustis (adhyatmika tusti). Bhagya 
means the buddhi which is satisfied in its heart even when not getting happi- 
ness by thinking : “alas I have not done good in the past, therefore I am not 
getting happiness here. Hence I should myself try to do good so that I should not 
fare in the same way in the next birth. ” K a 1 a means ‘T desire impatiently to attain 
that which I crave for.” What is the meaning of this ? By not desiring im- 
patiently but by waiting a little you will get it later. Atman means the know- 
ledge that investigates the atman. The limits of the teachings of the preceptor 
form the limits of his knowledge. His knowledge does not come out of him- 
self. He does not increase the knowledge given to him because he does not 
practice meditation. He is calm and satisfied in his heart. These are the 
different kinds of tustis, the cause of hindering his knowledge (because) his 
mind is easily satisfied. 

^Here the OJ. pangan is used in a figurative sense of ‘‘to enjoy”. It is 
just like the Skt. s/bhuj which besides meaning “to eat, to enjoy a 
meal” also denotes “to enjoy” in general. 

Now follow the eight accomplishments (astasiddhi): 

33 the eight SIDDHIS 
( The OJ. comm, adds : evolution of prakf ti ) 

Giving gifts, study, oral instructions (s a b d a^ according to the OJ. 
comm, the subtle yogic sound)? deliberation, amity and the three preventions 
of misery are known as the eight accomplishments (astasiddhi). 

Dana means one who is able to give. Adhyayana means one 
who is able to study Scriptures. He is a sadhaka. Due to the finesse of his 
spiritual practise (sadhana) he hears subtle sounds (s a b d a), and he is capable 
to weigh gross as well as fine things. Tarka means deliberative knowledge. 
It does not err in its deliberations. These are termed the external accomplish- 
ments ( b a h y a 8 i d d h i ). 

The following are spiritual accomplishments (adhyatmika siddhi). 
One is able to destroy the three miseries. The three miseries are— adhya- 
tmika duhkha, adhidawiika duhkha, adhibhautika duhkha. Adhyatmika 
d u h k h a means the pains arising out of mind, such as : attachment, hatred, 
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infatuation, serious illness, .. ague (V), ski n aiseaso, inleoHC heaclaclu. (V), 
windlie neryous troubles), bile (i.e. digestive trouble), plib^guu aelies (i.e. 
shooting pains), melancholia. These are adhyatmika dulikbas. Adhidai- 
wikaduhkhas mean that one is struck by lightiving, madness, e|)ilei)sy, 
seizure by evil spirits, and all kinds of misery caused by dewas. These arc 
termed adliidaiwika duhkhas. A d h i b h a u t i k a d u h k h as ai e : being wound- 
ed by a weapon, being poisoned, being stabbed, being poisoned by dari.poison 
(upas), being impregnated, being bewitched, being churined, being slrtiek by 
the wicked, by snakes, stinging nettles (1 ala tang), and all kinds of snllerings 
coming from (evil) beings ( bhiitas ), Blhita nicans all those luiving a body^ 
This is known as adhibhautika dulikha* One wlio is a!d(^ to tlesiroy all HU<dt 
miseries, he is termed adhyatmika siddhi. He however who is called ullaina- 
siddhi is a yogiswara. He has attained aninia and other (jnalities. dlieHi*; are 
the wrttis (“moods, conditions, or courses’^) of buddhi which you lUUHi know* 
Out of biiddhi arises ahangkara. There arc llna'c varielicH ol It ; sat* 
twika, rajasa and tamasa. These three have other forms (names) also— w<iikfla is 
sMtwika, taijasa is rajasa, bhfitiidi is tamasa, Out of [waikrla] ahangkara eotmm 
out mind and ten senses. The senses are ear, skin, eye, tongue, nose, spemdi, 
hands, feet, anus, generative organs. Out of bhutadi ahangkara <*ome the five 
taninatras. Tiie taijasa ahangkara helps in the eansing of a<'ts of waikrla and 
bhutadi ahangkaras, as its nature is to set into action. 


Which are the five tanmatras ( ‘subtle elements”) ? You Hluntbl 
know that they are : sabda, sparsa, riipa, rasa ami garni lia. 'I'bey are 
revealed in the following way. Close your ears, a sound is heard. Tlu^ 
sound heard is very fine. It is known as s a b d a t anm a I r a. There h 
strong wind. The skin experiences a subtle charm. This is termed spars a- 
tanmatra. It is evening time. The sun has gone down. Still iluue 
remains light. Fine light is seen. This is called rupa tanma tra, Hasa- 
tanmatra means one eats food which is either bitter or sweet. The; lijuuu^ss of 
its taste which has remained behind on the tongue <1och not <lisa[>j)ear 
immediately. Its residue is still there. This is known as r a s a t a n m a t r a. 
Gandhatanmatra means sandel is burnt. Its fine smell is experiemauk This is 
known as g a n d h a t a n m a t r a. These are the five tanmatras. 

; 0 of the five tanmMras arise the five mahabhiitas (“gross elements”). 

Ethex ( a k a s a ) comes out of kbdatanmatra. Wind ( w a y u ) mnim out of 
sparsatanmatra. Light ( t e j a ) comes out of rupatanmatra. WaKu- ( a p a b ) 
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comes out of rasatanmatra. Earth ( p r t h i w i ) comes out of gandhataumatra. 
These are the five mahabhutas. All are pratyaksa, i.e. they can be seen and 
touched. Weil this is the downward limit of the elements. That is the nature of 
all the tatlwas. It penetrates the elements which are under it. The elements 
that lie below are not able to pervade the elements that lie above them. 
The element of earth contains all the other elements : sound the quality of 
ether, touch the quality of wind, form the quality of light, taste the quality 
of water, smell the quality of earth. 

As regards taste it is of six kinds ; lawana, amla, katuka, tikta, kasaya, 
madhura. Lawana means saline. Amla means sour. Katuka means 
pungent. Kasaya means astringent. Madhura means sweet. Tikta 
means bitter. These are the six tastes. The quality of earth is smell. There 
are two varieties of smell : bad and good. 

The six tastes, are eaten and drunk by men and women. They produce 
life and body. The essence of the body, which in man is sperm is otherwise 
called snkia, and is blood (sonita) in woman. The male sperm and the 
female sojaita ( ovary ) meet in padmanadi which lies in the centre of salkosa. 
It is filled with life. Every kind of sperm and ovary, whether of human 
beings or animals is formed into the form of its progenitors. If the sperm is 
in excess of the ovary a male is born. If the ovary is more than the sperm a 
female is formed. If the two are equal, alas, a janmantarapurusa, or a 
eunuch, is born. The sperm forms bones, veins and marrow. Ovary forms 
flesh, blood and skin. Three come from the male and three from the female. 
Thus it is known as salkosa. 

Sabdatanmatra becomes ears, and hears all that it encounters. Sparsa- 
tanmatra becomes skin which feels hot and cold whatever it encounters. Rupa- 
tanmatra becomes the eye which sees what it encounters. Rasatanmatra 
becomes the tongue which tastes all that it encounters. It enjoys the six 
tastes. Gandhatanmatra becomes the nose which smells bad and good 
whatever it encounters. These are the five buddhindriyas (‘‘senses of percep- 
tions”). These form the organs ( g o 1 a k a ) of the indriyas described before. 
The sense of bearing (srotrendriya) resides in the ear. It is the instrument 
of the atman to hear the sounds that it encounters. The sense of touch (t w a g- 
i n d r i y a) resides in the skin. It is the instrument of the atman for the percep- 
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tion of hot and cold of wliat it cricouuterH. T\w mtm of { v. a k s u r i ii-* 

d r i y a ) resides in tbe eye. It is the iitHlninnnil of thv atioaii for Hoeiog fortii 
and colour of wliat it encounters. Tlic sense of taste ( j i h w e ti il r i y n ) 
resides in the tongue. It is the instrument of the atiuati loi the lasting ol six 
flavours. The sense of smell ( g h r a n e n d r i y a ) rcBides in tln^ nose, It is 
the instrument of the Mman for smelling good and bad smells. I he sense of 
speech ( w a gi n d r i y a ) resides in the iiionth, wliieh is the iiisirninent oi 
the atman for producing the sounds concoriiiiig what it eueouniers. I he sense 
of holding ( p a n i n d i: i y a ) resides in the hand wliieli is the ins! ruinent oi 
the atman for grasping what it encounters. Tln^ sense! oi walkjn^«‘ ( p a <l c! n« 
driya), resides in the feet which is the instrument of tin* atman tor moving. 
The sense of evacuation ( p a y w i nd r i y a ) resides in tln^ anus which is the 
instrument of the atman for the discharge of exiuana and fart. Tlic sense oi 
procreation ( u p a s t h e nd r i y a ) resides in tlie genm*ative [i.irt of man and 
woman which are the instruments of the attnaii for nrinullng and discharging 
sperm and blood. This is the order of the ten senst^s in the body. 

Venerable Wrhaspati said : why are the senses deserii>cd by the Lord m 
twofold : the contained and the container ? As to tln^ existence of tin* organs 
( g 0 1 a k a ), they are the basis of the atman for grasjLujg tin* olym'ts. 

The Lord replied • 0 Wrhaspati, it is [n'oper for yon to (ntqture, Uto 
organs ( gol aka) of the atman are only as means of percepti<m (priiinuniis), 
Look, the ear is not capable of hearing sound if ther<^ is no sense of Inniring, 
It becomes clear in a deaf person. The ear with its opening is tlnn ig but in no 
way does it hear a sound because the sense of hearing is not iln*rc;. Similarly 
the eye deprived of the sense of sight, if it is covered over with white (xitaraet* 
Nothing to say if there is no eyeball, its socdvct. Wliy does il not hoc any- 
thing ? In this way they are powerless and impotent, tln*y are no! <*.apable of 
grasping their objects, if their sense is absent. All tills is scam by yon, 
Wrhaspati. Hence this is the difference between their sens<*» and tbe organs 
in which they reside. The mind is the prince of senses. It dire<ns tin* sens<*s 
to their objects. It is the root of the senses. S a ii g k a 1 p a means lln^ a<a:cjn- 

ing of the objects, which are grasped by the senses. Il ls the fnneiion of the 

mind. All the senses are not happy when they are not able to grasp (?) their 
objects. They are happy with clothing, food and drink. Tlu*y are happy in 
taking a husband or a wife, happy in hearing musical instruments, kidnng and 

gupit.gupitan poems. It causes the atman to find pleasures in iKuly, an it 
enjoys all of them. 
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34. PARABLE OF THE CART 

Pradliaiia is like a cart. Purusa is like the ox [which pulls the cart]. 

The world is the revolving wheels [of the cart] with the Lord (Isa) as its 
driver. 

The body is comparable to the decorated upper part (?) of a chariot. 
Good and bad actions are denoted as the world ( j a g a t ). It rotates between 
heaven and hell. It is called the wheels of the carriage. The holy atman is 
called the ox which pulls the carriage. Lord Iswara is called the driver who 
orders the ox to pull the carriage. It is not unwilling to execute the orders. 
Hence he, the isolated one, is drawn into thraldom. This is the simile of the 
atman, which finds satisfaction in seeking pleasures of the senses. Out of the 
difficulty of enjoyments being sought by it, there is increase of passion, in- 
fatuation, hypocrisy, greed, envy, melancholia, hunger, thirst and great 
violence. This is the nature of all beings. Such an atman is known as 
w i p a r i t a a t m a n, i.e. topsy- turvy. He is made a slave by his slaves. 
He is reduced to serfdom by his serfs. This being so for some time the atman 
stops to exist [as such]. Passion becomes its form. Because passion is 
constantly present in human beings, eating and sleeping are given the highest 
place by him. If for some time eating and sleeping having become his highest 
aim deterioration of the consciousness sets in, which is coverd by tamah. It 
is because eating, pleasure and sleep have become his nature. Sleep causes 
unconsciousness of the atman. If unconsciousness is practised by him due to 
deep sleep he becomes an animal, cattle, buffalo, a dog, a pig, an ant, etc. If tamah 
still dominates him as an animal, he becomes a plant, a leafy growth, grass and 
such others. These are the forms of the atman which finds satisfaction in 
following thoughts of passion. 

Venerable Wrhaspati said: kiman is to be pitied much, 0 Master! 
How can it avoid sin so that it may be liberated from the misery of hell ? 
These were the words of venei-able Wrhaspati, 

The Lord replied • when the Mman becomes mindful of its nature it 
becomes pure. The atman should become aware of all that is happiness and 
pain of the body, for it is latent in the body. It illuminates all tattwas. As 
regards the substance of consciousness, it is present (?) in the elements of the 
whole body. He enjoys them. 

A comparison is afforded by the following: 


35. THE PARABLE OF REGALIA 

The body (?) is the palace. The three internal instruments are the 
ministers. The senses are the slaves. The objects of senses are the happiness 
comprised in tlieir enjoyments. 

This body is known as the palace. The three internal organs (try- 
antahkarana), that is buddhi, manah and ahangkara, are called the commanders 
of forces (senapati). The indriyas are called their slaves and serfs. The 
objects of senses, i.e. sound, touch, form, taste and smell, are to be consi- 
dered as pleasures which are always eaten and drunk. The atman is to l)e 
considered a prince who enjoys them all- Now the atman finds satislaction 
in pleasures of the body. It remains ignorant about itself. It does not know 
its own nature. The reason is as follows. It should be properly understood. 
In the knowledge of atman lies the source for getting happiness of the body. 
This is the reason that there are such persons who crave to decorate them- 
selves. There are those who work in paddy dields, who cultivate dry 
fields, who work as blacksmiths or as architects. All kinds of works that 
produce happiness, they are being done by them continuously. However, 
happiness is not attained. For this reason they are tortured, they are tired 
of carrying the burden continuously. They are troubled by leeches and rain. 
They have to undergo hunger, thirst, heat and cold. Their aim is to get 
happiness of the ten senses. It is like a single serf. And there are ten who 
give orders after orders to that single serf who is obliged to carry out the 
orders of each. Therefore the single poor serf is choked in the sufferings 
of the world. 

Venerable Wrhaspati spoke in reply : 0 Master | your son wants to 
see in sequence (n y a s a) the characteristic of the Mman which is in the body. 
For it is difficult to understand the difference between citta and the atman. 
The Lord may kindly tell that to his son. 

The Lord replied : The charateri sties are as follows. You should bear 
them in mind. The power of action (kriyasakti) of the Lord has entered 
ahangkara, and ahangkara has entered wayu (i.e. prana). It is the wayu ( i.e. 
prana ) which joins the atman with the body. 

36. ORIGIN OF THE NADlS 

Now I shall describe the nadis, more than three. You please listen to 
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them. They are situated in the navel, below the navel, and in the k an d a . 
They issue from ahangkara. 

If tryadhika is to be considered as the correct reading, it has to be inter- 
preted not in the ordinary sense of ‘*more than three” but as ‘‘having 
three bases”, aithough it is not easy to substantiate this interpretation 
from any sources investigated so far. 

There are the so-called nadis in the body, that is big and small 
arteries*. Below the navel is the place from which they grow. They rise 
up to the navel. Here they branch out and spread higher up. These then 
are the sources of the nadis. They are of three kinds. 

"^odwad ?. Arteries as used here is a very general term which may 
include not only arteries but veins and nerves as well. 

37-38. TEN MAJOR NADlS 

Lhij pinggala, susumna, gandhari, hastijihwa, pCisa, yasa, alambusa, 
kuhd, and the tenth sangkhini. Now I shall impart to you the knowledge of 
[these] nadis. 

The big nadis are ten. They are : ida, pinggala, susumna, gmdhari, 
hastijihwa, pusa, alambusa, kuhu and sangkhini. Ida is the nadi of the right 
side, p i n g ga 1 a of the left, susumna in the middle. Their branches go 
up to the nose. There are three holes in the nose. The middle one is closed. 
So there remain only two holes in the nose. Their other branches reach 
up to the cranium which is hence known as siwadwara. Others go into 
hands, feet, fingers and toes. They sit situated on the surfaGe(?), they are 
hidden inside, they lie in between, they stand up. They (the nadis) 
reach up to the feet. Their branches have sub-branches. They pervade all 
flesh ( or muscles ?). They come out up to the skin. They change into 
body hair. These are the nadis of the interior. These are all the nadis. 

39-40. TEN PRANAS 

These ten major nadis are known as the carriers of pranas. The ten 
pranas as enunciated by ^iwa are as follows — prana, apana, samana, 
udana, wyana, naga, kurma, krkara, dewadatta, dhananjaya. 

All these nadis are equally filled with wind. There are ten kinds 
of wind: prana, apana, samana, udana, wytaa, naga, kurma, krkara, dewadatta. 
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dhananjaya. They are manyfold, because they have different functions 
and different colours. 

41. PRANA 

PraBa is situated in the mouth. Apana is situated below, samana m 
the heart, udana in the head, and wyana in all the limb-joints. 

The wind prana is present in the mouth as well as in the nose. 
Its function is to exhale. Its lower limit is the hi east. It puts into action 
all [other] winds. 

42. APANA 

Apana (“the lower wind”) is situated in sperm and urine, 

The wind apana is present in anus and generative organs. Its function 
is to excrete sperm, blood, excrement and urine. Anotber :liin(‘tion is 

to fart, 

43. SAMANA 

What is drunk yields bloody what is eaten gives bile, and what is smelt 
gives phlegm. The wind named \amana operates through all parts of the 
body equally (samana-gatih). 

The wind samana is present in the heart. Its function is to change 
the essence of food into bile, the essence of drmk into blood, and tiu; essence 
of what is smelt into phlegm, [ i.e. ] nasal mucus, and saliva. Such is llie 
function of the wind samana that is present in the heart. 

44. UDANA 

The wind udana ( ud-ana ) moves ( nd-vejayati ) the vital parts. 

Wind udana is present in the cranium. Its function is to move the 
eyes, to wrinkle the forehead, and to make the hair grow. 

45. WYANA 

Wyana is described as split up. It intensifies disease. It sets into 
motion. It causes anger and brings old age. 

The wind wyana is present in all the joints of limbs. Its function is 
to walk, to stretch, to touch, [ i.e, ] all kinds of movements of the joints of the 
body, as well as the functions of unconsciousness, anger and old age. 
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46. NAGA, KURMA, KRKARA, DEWADATTA, DHANANJAYA 

Naga is present in belcliing (or vomiting ?), kurma in opening tke eyesj 
krkara in sneezing, and dewadatta in yawning. 

The function of the wind naga is to beleh (or vomit ?). The function 
of the wind kurma is to blink the eyes. The function of the wind krkara 
is to sneeze. The function of the wind dewadatta is to yawn. The 
function of the wind dhananjaya is to produce sound. At the time of 
death the wind dhananjaya remains in the corpse. All these winds are indeed 
one. Because they have many functions respectively, therefore they are 
dilferentiated into many kinds. It is hence that they have many names, each 
one of them separately. 

Alternative translation can be • All these winds, one by one and not all 
together perform their respective functions. There are many kinds of 
them. That is the reason why although many they are described by 
the single word wind. 

It is these which bind the atman with the body. Their bond is firm. 
For this reason the atman is wisanta (peaceful ?) when it goes to the other 
world. What is it that is known as the other world ? These are known as 
pancapada which you should know as the place of residence of the embodied 
atman. 


47. THE FIVE STATES OF ATMAN (pancapada) 

The condition of awakening is seen with the eyes. It is gross and is 
variously structured. The condition of sleep resembles bubbles of foamy 
waves and it is fickle like maya. The condition of deep sleep is deep like 
pitch darkness, extremely unmanifested. The fourth condition is subtle? 
beyond the realm of thought, imperishable, known by the wise as nirwana. 

An alternative translation to make out the five categories of the pancapada 
can be as follows : “the fourth condition is subtle ; and [the fifth] that 
which is beyond the realm of thought and imperishable is what is known 
by the wise as nirwana.” 

There is the jagrapada, swapnapada, susuptapada, turyapada and 
tfiryantapada. Pada means place of residence of the atman. These are five. 
Hence they are called pancapada. J agrapada means that at the time of 
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l)eing awake tlie awakening is not very great. In this condition the atman can 
be clearly seen and felt. In this state it is called wiswa. As regards the 
swapnapada it is indistinct, like the image in water. When the water is 
still the image is seen. When the water is moving the image seen is not clear. 
Similarly this form of atman is indistinct because all kinds of residences are 
this form of atman. In this state it is called taijasa. Now the s n s n p t a p a d a. 
It is like the time of deep sleep. It is of the form of void, unconsciousness, 
nirwana, desirelessness, neither seen nor experienced, I his is the desci iption 
of the snsuptapada. The atman looses consciousness. It <5ombine8 witli 
acetana. It does not experience anything; unconsciousness het^omes iis 
nature. This state is known as sripada. Jagrapada, swapiuipada and 
snsuptapada are the residences of the alman. These are known as iitnia- 
sangsara. Consciousness is distributed among Gods, men and animals. 
Heaven and hell are its embodiments. As regards the t fi r y a p a d a it is 
known as atmasiddhi. Shortly I shall speak of yogakrama alongwith 
tiiryantapada. The jagra, swapna, and susupta come hack again and again to 
the atman. Just as it exists in jagra so it exists in swapna and susupta. It 
means awakening, sleeping, and dreaming. These are the pursuits (w i s a y a) of 
the whole world. 

Again venerable Wrhaspati said : The atman which exists in jagrapada, 
during sleep it vanishes and becomes unc mseious of the whole world. The 
sleeping person is like the dead as he is wiparita (“opposite of living*’). 
It is quite possible for him to change into death, to disappear without 
awakening again. The atman disappears and stops to perceive again. The 
meaning of the words of your son, 0 Master, is as follows : As all that 
experiences, is called cetana by the Lord, is it not appropriate that the 
embodiment of atman is cetana because a sleeping person comes back to life 
again ? What does it mean ? 

The Lord replied : Hence all the tattwas have been explained. The 
pradhanatattwa is acetana and its nature is unconsciousness. The atman 

which pervades the pradhanatattwa becomes unconsciousness because 
pradhana causes the unconsciousness of the atman. At the time of sleep the 

atman is in the pradhanatattwa [and hence] wiparita (“opposite of its own 
nature, i.e. acetana”). 
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Venerable Wrliaspati said : This verily is the doubt in the mind of your 
soUj O Master, concerning the state of similarity between atman and pradhana- 
tattwa. It is unconsciousness which is the redemption of the atman according 
to the concept of the son of the Lord as consciousness comes out of un- 
consciousness. Consciousness means the experiencing of pleasure and pain. 
Pleasure and pain is sangsara. Sangsara is experiencing. Hence it would not 
be proper to call this experience as the highest reality (wisesa). Unconscious- 
ness is what is called wii-esa because it experiences neither pleasure nor 
pain. Such were the words of venerable Wrhaspati. 

The Lord replied: My dear one, O Wrhaspati, I shall reply to your 
proposition. According to you unconsciousness is wisesa. But unconscious- 
ness is acetana. This acetana is sought after by cetana. It is like clay out 
of which is made a pot. He who makes the pot is the one who seeks it. The 
clay is the acetana, because it does not experience. The person is cetana. It is 
the acetana which is shaped by him. Production of a pot, a carriage (?), a cover 
(? or umbrella) and such other things are after the desires of the cetana, who 
seeks to make them. Similar to the person who makes the pot is the Lord. 
He subjects to his desire the acetana. The nature of unconsciousness is 
acetana. Hence it is not proper to call it paramartha, which you term as 
wisesa. Thus spoke the Lord. 

Venerable Wrhaspati answered : This unconsciousness is as if impossible, 
unmanifest, though pure and always without a covering. It is a thing with a 
body that can be desired and worked. But it is non-existent (i.e. without a 
body). So it is not capable of being worked. 

The Lord replied : 0 my dear Wrhaspati, your proposition has been 
replied. What does it mean that you repeat the same proposition again and 
again. When the cetana of the sleeping person has vanished it is redeemed, 
never will he experience again. According to you not-being ( = Skt, 
as at) is the highest reality (wisesa). If not-being (= Skt, as at) is 
the nature of wisesa how does it happen that it is being ( = Skt. ,s at ). 
After having been being ( = Skt. sat) it again becomes not-being 
(= Skt. a sat). After having been not-being ( = Skt. a s a t) it again becomes 
being ( = Skt. sat). Such is the concept of wisesa. Such is the concept of 
paramartha. This is termed wiparitajntoa (“wrong knowledge”). It has been 
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pointed out everywhere as confusion. This is prevented hy the k<u>wl<;<lf;e of 

tlie panclita. 

Venerable Wrhaspati asked s What is denoted by paranuirtlia, O Lord, 
kindly explain that to your son. Thus spoke venerable Wfiiaspati. 

The Lord replied : 

48. SUPREME REALITY (paramarllia) 

Devoid of the state of being ( s a d-b h a w a ) and tree of i!n^ Htaie of not- 
being (asad-bhaw a); without being (sad-bliawa) am! noi-lHVing (anad- 
bhawa), end of indivisibility and without a dehnilion [ in |Kiraniariha J* 

W'isesa is not not-being, i.e, it exists. As lifis inigbl be your idea 
that its nature is being as well as not-being [you should know ihat j it is 
neither not-being nor has it a body. Should you. think that ll is not possible for 
the Lord to describe it, because there is no proof to decide 14 ibcu lookj, ilu'se 
are tbe proofs to decide it. 


49. THOUGH INVISIBLE YET 


EXISTENT SUPREME BElNi; 


Just as butter in milk, fire in wood, water in <douds, wind in S|HUie 
[are invisible] so also is rajah, tamah and manali in man. ddiey are 
existent (sat) and yet not existent ( n a s a t ) in as uuuvb as tln^y are nol 
grasped in the outer [or visible] world. 

What do you think about fire which is present in wood. Why sbotild 
a thing not seen be described as existent ? As the wood is not burnt by it ho 
according to you it does not exist. If, however, it comes out of wood what is 
your opinion about it ? In what way will you make ilie (lecision ? Similarly 
butter which comes out of milk. You can say that it exists. Yon can also say 
that water alone is the nature of milk, and [ butter ] does not exist, It exists, 
and it does not exist, how is that ? It is external things like tins wlutdi e.an- 
not be defined and are difficult to ascertain. In your proposition ll is dtuioual 
as wisesa. If it is subjected to external things, the holy wis<*«na <* 4 iu be etun* 
pared to fire and butler. It cannot be defined, it is rlifficnll to ascauiain. 
What is your opinion about it ? It is subtle, undefinable, cxlnvmely dilliitull 
to grasp. This ■ is called wisesa. If the Lord- is being (««Ski, sat) be. can 
■ be grasped, and is subject to sufferings of tbe world. If lie is coiaHuIered 
uot-being ( = Skt, asat), as is your proposition, then how would ibis

wliole world exists as well as your life. How would all this exist if the Lord 
is iiot43eiiig. Hence your proposition is wrong. As regards the vanishing of - 
the atnian at time of sleep it enters into the pradhanatattwa. It is the 
pradhanatattwa which causes the unconsciousness of the Mman, "What then 
is the reason that the sleeping person does not die, as he is unconscious of 
his body. You should know : that is the raison d’etre of the five winds 
( p a II c a w a y u ) described before. These act as bonds of the atman. This 
is the reason that the sleeping person does not die. 

Venerable Wrhaspati answered : What the Lord has said about the five 
winds is not clear in the mind of your son, as it lacks the specification of the 
nature of llie winds serving as bonds of the atman. What is their nature ?• 
How can one grasp them while they are in the body ? [Kindly tell this] so that 
the understanding (?) of your son, 0 Master, becomes firm. 

The Lord replied: 

50. WMIASP ATI’S DOUBTS VANISH 
This greatly proficient son, knowing reality, having knowledge, is 

known by the iiaiiie of W’rhaspati, the wise preceptor of heaven. 

M:y son Wrhaspati, it is indeed good that you are the preceptor of 
people in heaven, as now you have become proficient in the knowledge of 
all tattwas and the essence of our teachings is understood by you. But as it 
is a real secret it is not to be told in the assembly. Soon there would be no one 
left. I shall then impart it to you. It is known as pr ayogasandhi. It' 
is kept a secret by yogiswaras. Thus spoke the Lord, , 

Venerable Wrhaspati answered : There is another doubt in the mind of 
your son. What is called cetana by the Lord is jnanaswahhawa i.e. has 
knowledge as its nature. It seems to be of two kinds — knowing and known, 
partly knowing and partly known. This is seen by your sou, 0 Lord, as ^ 
follows: W i s e s a, according to the Lord, ■ is without definition ( alaksana ), 
but it stops to be without a definition [ when you term^it Jnanaswahhawa ], 
so do I understand it. So that the knowledge of your son, 0 Lord, becomes 
firm "may pity he^ shown and this doubt be cleared off. Thus spoke venerable 

Wrhaspati. '■ '■ ’ 

The Lord replied : The cetana is always without a definition (alaksana), 
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if it is cetana in the highest sense ( paramar tha eetana). Therefore 
there are three varieties of cetanaj whieli have already been dest ribed* .Oiey 
were already considered as perfect, as the basis of all tattwas. l^hey arc 
Paramasiwatattwaj Sadasiwatattwa, and ^iwataltwa. Siwatattwa means 
happiness which does not change into unhappiness. Sadasiwatattwa 
means happiness without bottom and without summit, Paramasiwa- 
tattwa means happiness which is indivisible (niskala)^ which cannot be ascer** 
tained and which has no charaGteristics* When I say this I ap|)car to be 
insane, 0 my son, because this iu not clear to men, Men are by nature of 
limited knowledge. Their knowledge is small. They see only a short 
distance. The span of their life is small. Their ignorance and misery is 
great. They know only as much as they experience. Tliese tattwas arc 
discussed by them within the limits of their knowledge. Th<;y are Butisiii^d 
as regards the knowledge of the tattwas by their own knowledge and 
ascertainment; and that they adopt. For this reason their insight is eiuj<‘k- 
ed; as also their knowledge. Such is the nature of men. 'i’bey arc 
superseded by Gods. But you, my son Wrhaspati, being the tcaclier of 
heaven, should not change your knowledge again and again. This knowledge 
is inconceivable, very deep, difficult and is the ideal of ascetics. Your 
tattwa is atmatattwa. The eetana is which experiences. Tlic Mayatattwa is 
that which is experienced. As the Mayatattwa is extremely ethereal, trans- 
parent (?), and untouchable, it is termed rnaya. What has been previously 
called by you as wi-esa is therefore mayatattwa. You should know that 
maya means the heavy mind, as it covers the powers of purusa. What are 
these powers ? Knowledge of all and the doing of all actions. The powers 
of purusa disappear as He pervades maya. Finally, that is the sign of 
Mayatattwa. But Mayatattwa is pure. A product of Mayatattwa is pradhana- 
tattwa. It is the gross form of Mayatattwa. It manifests itself by causing 
unconsciousness of the purusa. Because unconsciousness is produced by 
pradhanatattwa, therefore purusa is a name of atman. [ Purusa is to be 
analysed as : ] p u r u s e t e . P u r u is residence. The residence of atman is 
the pradhanatattwa. ^ete means the atman sleeps there. Thus atman 
becomes purusa. That is considered as experiencing. It is known as eetana- 
sangsara. That, however, is considered as wisesa, which is free from Miiya- 
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tattwa. Not to speak of pradhanatattwa { i.e. pradhanatattwa does not come 
into the picture at all ). Hence it is without a definition ( alaksana ), not 
capable of being ascertained. Hence you must be very careful. You should 
not foster various opinions (?), as it is the essence of your life. It is not 
far from your knowledge. You should seek it. Thus spoke the Lord. 

Venerable Wrhaspati asked : 

51. WHICH IS THE WAY ? 

Which is the knowledge that is the means of the path ? Which are the highest 
penances and vows ? 0 most venerable f^iwa, You please tell me in all essence. 

O Lord, which path of knowledge is a proper one, which may be 
the means of attaining that which is called wisesa ? What are the kinds of 
penances or vows ? Have pity on your son. Teach him truly the penances 
and vows which form the path. Thus spoke venerable Wrhaspati. 

The Lord replied : The question of my son is most wonderful. The 
following is the means of attaining the holy wisesa, the highest truth. 

52. THREE WAYS TO MOKSA 

Liberation is had through three causes : by excess of knowledge, by 
way of non-attachment ( a-yoga ) to the senses, and by the elimination of 
defects of lust. 

Three are the means which are practised by one who is desirous of 
liberation. Jnanabhyudreka means knowledge of all tattwas, 
i n dr i y a yo g a m a r g a means one who does not relish the objects of 
senses, trsnadosaksaya means one who destroys the fruits 
of good and evil deeds. These are the three that must be practised. If you 
want to practise"^ them you must concentrate on the navel (i.e. their core). 
It is like the net, when its navel is pulled, it is followed by the meshes 
and all its weights. Such is the secret knowledge. It is navel (i.e. core) of 
the three meens. What is the secret knowledge on which you must concen- 
trate ? You should know that cetana is illumined (prakasa) in knowledge. 
P r a k a s a means that which is not extinguished, that which is not blinded 
in darkness, that which is not overruled by pramanas, that which is eternally 
stable, that which is not veiled, because it is the embodiment of the Lord, 
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visibly existing m tbe body. This must be allowed to ]m>ome greater md 
greater, and be practised continiioosly, because it is liis iiatuie to be jiiiU^tisiMl, 
Cetana is, then, practised also and Siwataltwa is surely the result. 

Tenerabie Wrhaspati spoke ; There is another proposition heard by 
your son, 0 Master. As life is putting together of the body, tberefore it 
is restless as long as it exists. It is to be explained as follows ; Look at 
the men who are diseased, injured by weapons and poisoned. These are 
their sufferings. The injuries of their bodies and tlie diseases of tludr bodies 
cause death. Death means destruction without comfort (?). It is clear 
that the body is capable of causing (?) restlessness in life (*'^). The real sense 
is that this life is subject to misery. Death is liberation, bcuiuuse being 
really (?) destroyed one does not experience suffering. Siudi is tbe other 
proposition, 0 Master. 

The Lord replied : Do not say so in the assembly, such a proposition 
is shameful. How wide is the limit of eyes that see^^wliat is seen and 
what is shown. What is death ? Not being reborn, Wliat has it to do with 
good and evil actions which have been done? You have no proof for your 
words. There is the Sun which is clearly visible. Do you know from 
where he arises and where he sets? East is his rising" place and West his 
setting place. If you say he who came out yesterday is the one who has 
come out today, and if further you think that he returns because he is 
clearly seen in the East? and he is clearly seen to return, and if you 
think you know? that is not so. Different is the one which rose yesterday, 
different is the one which has risen today. If you should think that its 
appearance is the same, without any difference, they are indeed the same. 
How can you see the assemblage of sans? How can you know their number ? 
As one who considers them to be different would then Iffe telling a lie. 
He would then clearly have no knowledge of them. For this reason all 
that is seen and one who sees are no proper proof. This is the proposition 
of men who are extremely perversed, confused, are in darkness in which 
there is no light, not to speak of daylight, who spe ik what pleases tlieir 
month. This is the reason for pratnana and upaina which have their place 
in Scriptures. They serve as the guiding line for insight, therefore do not 
believe in the aforesaid knowledge. Therefore my son Wrhaspati, yon 
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sliould be careful not to listen to words wbicli deny pramana, as the Scrip- 
tures and the pramanas support each other. This is their nature. At the 
time of that which is called death the atman in the body actually separates 
from the five gross elements (mahabhiitas). Its gross form disappears. 
The atman is lasting and is not shaken as the whole world is filled with 
Mman. Therefore the five tanmtoas serving as his body together with the ten 
senses go with him. Buddhi, manab, ahangkara, sattwa, rajah, tamah, the 
aforesaid attachment, hatred, infatuation together with karmawasana— all these 
stick to the atman. When the five lanmatras hecome embodied, the five 
mahabhutas etc. are fixed to the body of Mman. Such is the body of the 
tonan at the time of death. Why is it reborn ? Because its citta is firmly 
attached to the body. Its explanation is as follows : There is no person who 
is not attached to the objects of senses. The living person is attached to food, 
sleep, fear and intercourse ( a h a r a - n i d r a - b ha y a-m a it h u nan c a ) 
i.e. wishes to have a wife or a husband, is afraid of death and of pain, wishes 
to eat and drink, passionately attached to pleasures. Such is the nature of 
men. The citta in such a body does not hear fruit in its experiences because 
all the w asanas are pressed on the atman during the period he is not yet 
reborn. But the ascetic and the yoglswara are capable of giving up wisayas, 
surely they can attain moksa. As the five tanmatras which form the body of 
the atman are fine hence it is called subtle body ( suksmasarira ). This forms 
the body of the atman when it is embodied in hell. When it has embodied 
itself there, miseries form its experiences. If his actions are had in a former 
human existence, then they cause him to fall in hell. If his actions in a 
former human existence are good then he takes a body in heaven and 
pleasures form his experiences. If his actions in a former human existence 
are neither good nor evil he is reborn as a man. If he has been free from 
good and evil actions in his former human existence, he becomes an ascetic. 
He is able to perform the vows of the Lord, However during his life he 
does not know his yogiswara-hood. If he dies and is reborn then yogiswara- 
hood is attained by him. This is the climax of asceticism. There are three 
kinds of asceticism : karma, jnana and yoga. Karma means one whose 
vows pertain to the body : performing worship, fire-offerings and mutterings 
of prayers for a very long lime* If he is in a hermitage he continues his 
efforts. The fruits of his efforts are offered to the Lord and to guests. This 
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is karma. J S a o a means one who knows that all the Gods and the bhiiwana^ 
tattwa are in his body.* His knowledge is pare, bright, clear, which has become 
the residence of the Lord during his presence in the body. Hence he is calm, does 
not perform worship or fire,offerings, does not offer oblations (caru) and does not 
practise magic (?). Being satisfied in his knowledge he never does anything. 
Only the celana is constantly respected by him, because he surely knows that 
this is the highest (wises a). Hence he is called learned ( j n a n a ). The y ogoiswara 
however follows the holy prayogasandhi, because wisesa is undefined. It can- 
not be ascertained. It is difficult to describe. For this reason there are three 
pramanas: gurutah, sastratah, swatah. Gurutah means teachings of a guru, 
^astratah means teachings of the Scriptures. Swatah means what he has 
himself acquired about wisesa. These are the means of yogiswara. So these are 
the navel of the net, which I had mentioned to you earlier,

Now we come to yoga, of which there are six kinds. It is termed sa(}- 
anggayoga. 

53. THE SIXFOLD YOGA 

Pratyahara (withdrawal), dhyana (meditation)? pranayama (control of 
breath , dharana (holding), tarka (reflection), samadhi (concentration) — these 
are the six branches of yoga. 

Sadanggayoga signifies the means of one wishing to attain wisesa. Your 
mind should be attentive. You should not merely listen to the holy teaching. 
There is the pratyaharayoga, dhyanayoga, pranayamay oga, dharanayoga, tarkayoga 
and samadhiyoga. This is sadanggayoga. 

Now we shall take up pratyaharayoga : 

54. PRATYAHARAYOGA 

Pratyahara (withdrawal) signifies the withdrawing of the senses from 
their objects, with effort and a calm mind. 

All the senses have to be withdrawn from their objects. Citta, buddhi 
and manah are not to be allowed to move to and fro. They are to be guarded 
by a pure citta. This is pratyaharayoga. 
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55. DHYANAYOGA 

Dliy toa (meditation) is that which constantly meditates upon a form 
that is free of opposites, free of change, peaceful and nnmoving. 

Knowledge devoid of pairs, showing no change, pleasant and calm, 
stable for ever, without an envelope— such is dhyanayoga. 

56. PRANAYAMAYOGA 

Pranayama (breath-control) is to close all passes and grasp the power 
through air and to let out the breath through (breaking open) the cranium 
(at the time of death). 

All the passes should be closed — eyes, nose, mouth, ears. The breath 
which has already been taken in is sent out by the way of the cranium. If 
one does not practise the going out of the breath in tl^is way, then one causes 
it to go out through the nose. But one causes to go out only a small part 
of breath. This is pranayamayoga. 

57. DHARANAYOGA 

Ongkara which is of the nature of ^iwa should be placed in the heart 
absorbed in tattwas. Because Ongkara is held continuously, hence it is known 
as dharana “holding”. 

The sound Ongkara has its residence in the heart. One should con- 
centrate on it. If it vanishes and is not heard at the time of yoga it is known 
by the name siwatman. In such a state Lord ^iwa has emptiness as his nature. 
This is dharanayoga. 

58. TARKAYOGA 

Tarka (reflection) is to reflect on Him continually as ethereal in form, 
continuity and stability, and as being devoid of sound. 

You should think of the paramartha as ether. However there is a 
difference from ether. Paramartha has no sound. This is the meaning of 
paramartha being similar to ether. It is pure. This is tarkayoga. 

59. SAMADHIYOGA 

Samadhi ( concentration ) is to think of Him continuously as absolute, 
unconceptual, without desire, calm, unchanging and without characteristics. 

The jnana (knowledge) is absolute, is not conceptual, has no desire, has 
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no aims, is pure, without a covering, and cannot be destroyed. This cetana 
is without object (?). It has stopped feeling the body. It is free from 
caturkalpana. Caturkalpana means : knowledge and that which is 
known, the means of knowing and the knower. These are the foui kalpanas. 
All of these are absent in a yogis wara. This is known as samadhiyoga. 

This sadanggayoga forms the knowledge of a paMita. That is why one 
attains wisesa. This kind of yogis wara-hood is to be guarded by the ten 
virtues ( dasasila). 

60*61. DASASILA ( = yamas and niyamas ) 

Non.injury, celibacy, truth, not being businesslike, and non-stealing 
—these five have been declared as yamas by Rudra. (60) 

Not being angry, obedience to elders, purity, light food, absence of 
negligence — these five have been described as niyamas. (61) 

A h i n g s a means not to kill. Brahmacarya means not to desire 
to marry. S a t y a means not to speak lies. Awyawaharika means not 
to litigate, not to sell and buy, not to deal in right and wrong. Astainya 
means not to steal, not to take the possessions of others without having been 
offer ed.*^'

A k r o d h a means not being violent in anger. G u r u s u s r xi s a means 
devotion to elders. S a u c a means regular mutterings of prayers and purifi- 
cation of body. Aharalaghawa means not to eat heavily. Apramada 
means that one should not be careless. One should use one’s life as a means 
of performing yogasamadhi. One should not postpone to perform the 
sadhanas. Sadhana means the yogic path, which has as effect the ten silas. 
The ten silas promote yoga. These are the one which is at its place (?) and the 
one on which is placed (?), The one who tries to put into action the two, 
sila and knowledge, is known as careful. The ten silas guard the yogiswara 
in his samMhi. Then the yogi attains such knowledge. This is known as 
the fourth state (turyapada). When knowledge is attained which is free 
from the body, free from Mayatattwa, that is known as turyantapada. Then 
he is termed jiwanmukta, i.e. liberated while living. Because the 
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niskala has been attained by him at the time of samMhi, why then is his body 
not destroyed ? Because he has become aware of the karmawasanas not yet 
destroyed, just now they are being burnt by means of the yogic fire. Thus 
he destroys the stains. The jagrapada comes together with the turyapada. 
By the meeting of the two, there appear saptangga, saptagni, and saptamrta, 

Saptangga are described below : 

62. SAPTANGGA 

Listen to the “seven parts” (saptangga) which are earth, water, light, 
wind, ether, buddhi, and manah. 

Now follow saptagni : 

63. SAPTAGNI 

The “seven fires” (saptagni) are : one who smells, one who tastes, one 
who sees, one who touches, one who hears, one who thinks, and one who knows, 

G h r a t a means one who smells. Rasayita means one who 
tastes the six rasas. Drasta means one who sees. Sprasta means one 
who feels. ^ r o t a means one who hears. Manta means one who thinks. 
B odd ha means one who knows. These are the “seven fires”. These 
are the kind of tattwas which are known by the yogiswaras. The reason is 
that they are able to burn the stains in the body. 

Now follow saptamrta : 

64. SAPTAMRTA 

Sound, touch, form, taste, smell, thoughts, and knowledge are known 
as the “seven undying ones” (saptamrta). 

Sound is heard, touch is felt, form is seen, flavour is tasted, fragrance is 
smelt, thoughts are pondered over, knowledge is learnt. These are the seven 
amrtas. They are all products. They are known to the yogiswara, together 
with karmawasanas. The meaning is : all that is thought of by him is con- 
trolled by him. Controlled means they are subjected to the orders of dharana, 
dhyana and samadhi. He is satisfied when he is aware of all these. Hence he 
is ever-concentrated (sada samahita) on the Lord. Now when he is concen- 
trated on the Lord continuously, without a break, hence the Lord embodies in 
him. 
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65. JsIWAGNI 

This god Agni burns the heap of sins that have been heavily accumula- 
ted. Then ^iwa, like a cintamani, fulfills all desires. 

All the sins of a yogiswara together with all his karmawasanas are burnt 
by the Lord in siwagni. When the destruction of the karmawasanas is com- 
pleted, then his concentration becomes steadfast and firm. The Lord is always 
present in him, hence he is cintamani, all that he wishes comes about. Its mani- 
festation is that he attains the eight aiswaryas. 

66. THE EIGHT AIJ^WARYAS 

Anima, laghima, mahima, prapti, prakamya, isitwa, wasitwa and 
yatrakamawasayitwa [ are the eight aiswaryas or supernatural powers ]. 

Anima is defined below : 

67. ANIMA 

The body, as desired, gives up the gross form and becomes extremely 
fine hence it is known as anima. 

The reading of the third quarter is evidently corrupt. 

His gross body changes into fine. Fine means that he is able not to let 
the ignorant know about his coming in and going out, like a child who 
moves about in water. Similarly, a yogiswara enters and comes out of the 
earth. There is no hindrance in his movement. If he meets a mountain or 
a big rock it is pierced through by him. Nothing is left behind. His body 
simply disappears. This is called anima f “ fineness ” ). 

Now will be described laghima : 

68. LAGHIMA 

What was heavy formerly, leaving that in an instant, one becomes at 
one^s will light-bodied like cotton : this is laghima. 

The former heaviness of the body, suddenly becomes light like cotton. 
Hence the yogiswara does what he likes. All ways are possible for him, 
whether he goes to heaven, to the seven continents or to the seven under- 
worlds. It is possible to move about the outside of the globe of the universe. 
He has the power to go whereever he wishes. This is called laghima 
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( ‘lightness” ). 

Now follows mahima: 

69. MAHIMA 

Whereever one goes at will there he resides at will. And because he 
is honoured everywhere therefore it is known as mahima. 

He goes about to different places. There he is honoured, respected, 
and given all things to enjoy, given food and presents. This is termed 
mahima. 

Now follows prapti: 

70. PRAPTI 

for the acquiring of all things. This is universally known 

as pilipti. 

The first hemistich is corrupt. 

Whatever the yogiswara desires about all things, that he gets without 
searching and without requesting. Whatever is his desire for all things, 
even as far as the accumulation of karmawasanas, so as to result in his 
happiness, [ all that he gets ]. When he enjoys this happiness, out of hurry 
to stop the fruits of his actions, he changes himself into a sahasradeha 
i.e. he gets a thousand bodies for enjoying heaven. He enjoys all things, 
viz. whatever beautiful women there are, pleasures (bhoga), minor 
pleasures (upabhoga) and lustful pleasures ( paribhoga). When he 
has finished enjoyments he is satiated ( ? w i s a t a ), he is not pressed (k a b a d h a ?) 
by the fruits of his actions which are [ bound to be ] good. This is known 
as prapti. 

Now follows prakamya: 

7LPRAKAMYA 

If the form is created by oneself and is also attained by oneself, then as 
the form has been created at will, therefore it is known as prakamya. 

Yatheccha of the yogiswara, i, e, whatever be the form that he 
desires whether of a God, a human being or an animal, that one is given to 
him and it serves as his body. This is termed prakamya. 

Now follows ifeitwa : 
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72. i^ITWA 

That he always goes to the region of Brahma, Wisnu, Indra and Siirya 
for devotion worthy of the Gods, is ciUed isitwa. 

When he goes to heaven to please himself he is capable of subjugating 
Brahma, Wisnu, Indra and Surya in their heavens, leave alone the assemblage 
of all the Gods. Because the Lord, the king, is in the yogiswara. Therefore the 
yogiswara is capable of commanding all the Gods. This is termed isitwa. 

Now follows wasitwa : 

73. WASITWA 

Sanskrit is not clear. 

He is capable of giving orders to all the Gods and of attacking them, 
it they are not obedient, as he is in possession of the whole universe. This is 
wasitwa. 

Now follows yatrakamawasayitwa : 

74. YATRAKAMAWASAYITWA AND HINDRANCES IN YOGA 

Yatrakamawasayitwa is the desire to go bodily. 

Such is his body that he can punish Gods, men and animals whoever 
may transgress him. This is termed yatraktoawasayitwa. These are the 
eight aiswaryas, all of them fruits of being a yogiswara. 

If the concentration of the yogiswara is sharp, then are burnt the 
tattwas below the pradhanatattwa up to the tattwas of the three gunas. They 
are swallowed by the flames of his samadhi. He encounters the hindrances 
of three gunas. These enter into the yogiswara. They all create impedi- 
ments. They are as follows : darsana, srawana, boddhawya and gandha, 
D a r s a n a means the seeing of the form of a God ( d e w a t a ) at the time of 
yoga. Srawana means the hearing of subtle sounds which impress as if 
they achieve the state of perfection at the time of yoga. Farther there is 
extensive knowledge attained by him at the time of yoga, the insight which 
suddenly dawns upon him and which knows the meanings of the Scriptures 
which he has not yet learnt. This is boddhawya. There is a fragrance 
like that of a scented prince, which enters the nose at the time of yoga. 
This IS known as gandha. All these are known as hindrances of sattwa. 

Now follow the hindrances of rajah. He has the feeling of shaking of 
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tbe body at tbe time of yoga, as if the body is being lifted upwards. He has 
the feeling as if the body is being squeezed, as if the body is being hurled 
away, as if the body is being turned round and round, and as if be is being 
flung away. He has the feeling as if he is as light as cotton. All these are 
hindrances of rajah. 

Now follow the hindrances of tamah. Sometimes he feels as if his body 
has become very great at the time of yoga, or heavy, or cold, or possessed, or 
filled. He has the feeling of darkness and great confusion. Unconsciousness 
becomes the nature of his cetana. All these are the hindrances of tamah. 
When such impediments are met by him at the time of yoga he must be 
careful. He must use external remedies, as warming by fire, massage with oil, 
eating pounded rice (t a p y a k-t a p y a k), applying tepid poultices to his body, 
as these are medicines against hindrances. That is why his body can recover 
by knowledge of the external remedies. When he is healthy again, he can 
return to the practise of yoga. The samadhi should give him unconsciousness 
of the body. He should not feel the body. He should not have feeling of 
knowledge of feeling the body as this is sangsara. Such is the behaviour of an 
ascetic, 0 my son Wrhaspali,
